Tue explorntion of the regions surrounding 
the South Pole is a task: in which, con- 
sidering that, with the ‘exception of South 
America, all the’ other junds below 20 
south latitude are in British oecupation, the 
English. people might well be expected .to 
take a special interest. “The British were 
the pioneers in Arctic exploration, and have 
well kept up their reputation ever since, 
Bore than half-a-century ago, Captain 
Janne Ross by his discovery of the volcanic 
mountaing Erebus wad. Terror reached the 
then vdtina Thule of southern exploration. 
After Captain ‘Ross’s time, by a strange 
reversiou of British instinct, the Antarctic: 
> regions ecased to excite any interest amongst 
*theaution at large, and successive govern-- 
ments following the ‘lead threw cold water 
on ay suggestion to revive the national 
curiosity. Of late years it bas been 
beconing increasingly apparent that there 
were many essentially scientific investiga- 
tions, the issue of which could -only be 
* arrived at by an intimate study of these 
gouthern. lands. Bome of these. questions 
were simply geographical, many of them 
were magnetic, and- others geological. The 
istribution of continent and, ocean, the 
origin-of the great oceanic currents which 
affect so intimately not only the commerce 
but the various climates of the world, the 
effets and distribution of magnetic force, 
al} these were practical -queations which 
".. certainly’ could not be solved without a 
thorough investigation of these ice-bound 
Janda. But there were a great many more of, 
essentially scientific character, the objects of 
which did not at ones commend themselves 
“4g the popular mind, but which in the 
growth of knowledge were by those niost 
competent to judge were deemed of far 
wider-reaching utility. Amongst these were 
the problema connected with .o supposed 
‘former “Zee Age,” the distribution and 
sequence of the various forms of life on 
the earth, the: strange connection of the 
Mincena faunas of South America and 


_Avstralia, all of which could not be un- 


 citituble of scientific leaders. The Goyern- 


derstood without a thorough knowledge 
of the long lost link which evidently 
once connected tho continents. All these 
constitute in the opinion of scientife men 
the most important subjects to be investig- 
ated in connection with the continent. On 
these conditions the Royal Society took up 
warmly the subject of the Expedition, and 
hy it, in conjunction with the Royal Geogra- 
phical Bociety, the objections of theGovern- 


ment to taking a part in it and affording } 


the services of trained naval officars were 


finnlly, overcome. “The idea was that the 
scientific exploration should yo.on hand. in 
land with the yeogruphical and magnetic’ 
survey which the Government affected to ba 
the only official objects, and towards which 
only their grant was intended to apply: 
‘At the same time uniler the auspices of the 
Royal Society .a scientitic staff was to be 
appointed, aud the members of this depart- 
inent were to be. landed’ in some suitable 
spot to undertake a scientific. survey, while 
the ship procecdel on her .topographival 
wrork of discovery.

But if - 
the authorities cannot ‘afford to hive larger 
aud batter furnished rooms for the magistrate 
to try his cases in, as in Singapore or Shanghai, 
why in the fame of common sense are all the 
windowa kept shut? . i 

Again, the verandah is overcrorded daily 
with the friends of delinquents, and even thore 
the smell is often something awful, And the 
solution of chloride of lime which is sprinkled 
three or- four times u day ovor this sume 
yorandah, thengh.no doubts good disinfectant, 
when mingling with the smell emansting from 
the unwashcd humanity around, in’ certainly 
anything bet pleasing. 

Were the court room and verandah floors 
daily well washed out, a few electric fans put 
iuto the rooms, snd the top windows kept épen, 
it would make the place a little less obnoxious 
ty those who have the misfortune of daily hay- 
ing business there. As it is the place is 
certainly not--a thing of beauty or joy, but a 
disgrace to tho colony.—Yours, ete, :

_ Thorefhas boon somo local excitement dur- 
ing tho’ last fow days over rumours that tho 
notorious Tung Fudsiong was desconling from 
tha uethern borders of Shansi on Taiynanfu, 
and was, giving a free hand to his wild 
borderlain? szallywaggery in the looting of the 
traversed countryside, Tho roport came in 
the first plase from’ Paotingfu, and took the 
form.of a statement in a missionary's note to 
his ageat ‘in Tientein—''o letter lus been 
received from Taiyuan.’ stating,” ko. The 
careless man docs not say if his informant is a 
native, trustworthy or untrustworthy, nor does 
he otiticise the authority of the writer. It is 
but fair to add thet Bishop Favier in Peking 
hing received similar intelligence from lis agents, 
and that the news is. inherently probsble,.. The 
Paotiugfu writer added that the militory leaders 
of Yuen Shih-kai’s brigade who were to oppose 
Tung's roffiuns had asked for German help. 
It is only to bo hoped that itis all true. Tung 


‘is a erussly. ignorant fanatic, and has had 


swelled head ever since he put down. the 
Mahommedan rebels in Kanga threa yoare age ; 
he has never soen foreign soldien,and is a 
superstitions believer in the fallacy of numbers. 
It would do him endless good to meet -a 
stronger force, numerically one teuth- of his 
own, and‘to get a sound thrashiny. It is 
extremely probable that he is now on the arcult 
rebellion policy; that is, raising the standard 
of revolt with the well understool conditio® 
that if he meets with ‘success his work will

THE MILITARY EXODUS. 

Meanwhile the report has made uo difference 
in the exodus of the AUied China feld-forco, 
which is going on all the time. Thi week one 
thousand Germans sailed for homo and the 
Japandse battery of artillery left us two days 
agotor good. Nineteen transports are engaged 
to ron back and forward to Calentia between 


three trips. A large portion of the baggage 
train hos already left, two thousad mules 
having been shipped in tho lust ten days. Our 
people do not, like the rest of tho Allies, sell 
their horsa and mule flesh; on dit that the 
balance left ont of the 9,090 horsea brought up 
from Australia for the Ger-nans last'sutamn at 
5 cost of £90 a piece is to. be disposed of here. 
The Japanese huve ao far been heary buyers, 
and much need it; in horse-flesh alone are they 
at a ludicrous discount in the military art. 
Their guns are painfally draggel by ill- 
tempered native stallions which spond mbst of 
their time in fighting eache her. Thoir cavalry 
too. ig in painful coutrast to that of all the 
Allies, but especially to that of Indis, -

The report of the Inspector of Schouls, for 
the year 190, is published in the Gazett, We 
make the following extracts :— : 

GENERAL Sraristice.—Compared with the 
ear 1899 there is, except in the Government 
English schools ‘and in the Grant-in-Aid 
Portuguese schools, a decrease in the enrol- 
ment in. each class of ‘school, In. tho caso 
of the English Grant-in-Aid schools this may 
be accounted for by some schools, hitherto 
freo, charging fees. In the case of the Chinese 
schools it is partly due to au. actual decrease in. 
the number of schools at-work during the year, 
as although there is o nominal increase of one 
on the roll- of Grant-in-Aid schools there is an 
increase of nino in the number of iwhools 
temporarily closed. The following tables

This 
isan undertaking of some imuguitude, as the 
present precipitous and narrow appronch 
by Beanfort Place is being widened from 
23 feet to £) feet, ond at the samo time is 
being levelled up, so that the main hotel 
entrance will he level with the Strand instead 
of much lower down. Tho front of the hotel is 
also to ba advanced nsaver to tho Strand by 
ubout 35 feet. All the houses facing tho theatre 
have been acquired by the prop icturs of the 
Savoy Hotel, and their sites will bo covered by 
its extension It was the aim of ihedate My, 
D'Oyly Carte to ultima‘ely bring the front of 
tho hotel right np to the Strand, and ‘it is 
possible that ultimutely this will be effected.
